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Area 51 events in Nevada prompt emergency crowd planning 


LAS VEGAS (AP) — Fear¬ 
ing they could be over¬ 
whelmed with visitors, offi¬ 
cials in the remote Nevada 
county that's home to the 
Area 51 military base have 
drafted an emergency 
declaration and a plan to 
team resources with neigh¬ 
boring counties and the 
state ahead of events next 
month tied to the “Storm 
Area 51" internet drive. 

The elected board govern¬ 
ing the county with about 
5,200 residents condition¬ 
ally approved two events 
Monday for tiny desert 
towns near the once top- 
secret U.S. Air Force test 
area known in popular lore 
as a site for government 
studies of outer space 
aliens.

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Trump: Any Jew voting Democratic is uninformed or disloyal

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Showing a fresh willingness 
to play politics along reli¬ 
gious and racial lines. Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump said 
Tuesday that American 
Jewish people who vote 
for Democrats show “either 
a total lack of knowledge 
or great disloyalty.” 

Trump’s claim triggered a 
quick uproar from critics 
who said the president was 
trading in anti-Semitic ste¬ 
reotypes. 

It came amid his ongoing 
feud with Democratic con¬ 
gresswomen llhan Omar 
of Minnesota and Rashida 
Tlaib of Michigan, both 
Muslim. 

Trump has closely aligned 
himself with Israel, including 
its conservative prime min¬ 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu, 
while the Muslim lawmak¬ 
ers have been outspoken 
critics of Israel’s treatment 
of the Palestinians. Tlaib is a 
U.S.-born Palestinian Ameri¬ 
can, while Omar was born 
in Somalia. 

“Where has the Democrat¬ 
ic Party gone? Where have 


they gone where they are 
defending these two peo¬ 
ple over the state of Isra¬ 


el?” Trump told reporters in 
the Oval Office. “I think any 
Jewish people that vote for 
a Democrat, I think it shows 
either a total lack of knowl¬ 
edge or great disloyalty.” 


At Trump's urging, Israel 
last week blocked Omar 
and Tlaib from entering the 


country. Israel later agreed 
to a humanitarian visit for 
Tlaib to visit her grandmoth¬ 
er, who lives in the West 
Bank. Tlaib declined, say¬ 
ing her grandmother had 
ultimately urged her not 
to come under what they 
considered to be humiliat¬ 
ing circumstances. 

Trump called Omar a “di¬ 
saster” for Jews and said 
he didn't “buy" the tears 
that Tlaib shed Monday as 
she discussed the situation. 
Both congresswomen sup¬ 
port the Boycott, Divest¬ 
ment and Sanctions move¬ 
ment, a global protest of 
Israel. 

Trump’s comments were 
denounced swiftly by Jew¬ 
ish American organizations. 
“This is yet another exam¬ 
ple of Donald Trump con¬ 
tinuing to weaponize and 
politicize anti-Semitism,” 
said Halie Soifer, execu¬ 
tive director of the Jew¬ 
ish Democratic Council of 
America. “At a time when 
anti-Semitic incidents have 
increased — due to the 
president’s emboldening of 
white nationalism — Trump 
is repeating an anti-Semitic 
trope." 

Logan Bayroff of the liberal 
J Street pro-Israel group 
said it was “no surprise that 
the president’s racist, dis¬ 


ingenuous attacks on pro¬ 
gressive women of color in 
Congress have now transi¬ 


tioned into smears against 
Jews." 

“It is dangerous and shame¬ 
ful for President Trump to 
attack the large majority of 
the American Jewish com¬ 
munity as unintelligent and 
‘disloyal,’” Bayroff said. A 
number of groups noted 
that accusations of disloy¬ 
alty have long been made 
against Jews, including in 
Europe during the 1930s. 
Ann Lewis and Mark Mell- 
man of Democratic Major¬ 
ity for Israel called it “one 
of the most dangerous, 
deadly accusations Jews 
have faced over the years. 
False charges of disloyalty 
over the centuries have led 
to Jews being murdered, 
jailed and tortured.” 

The Republican Jewish Co¬ 
alition defended Trump, 
arguing that the president 
was speaking about peo¬ 
ple being disloyal to them¬ 
selves rather than to Israel. 
“President Trump is right, it 
shows a great deal of dis¬ 
loyalty to oneself to defend 
a party that protects/em¬ 
boldens people that hate 
you for your religion,” the 
group said in a tweet. “The 
@GOP, when rarely con¬ 
fronted w/anti-Semitism of 
elected members always 
acts swiftly and decisively 
to punish and remove.” 


American Jews don't nec¬ 
essarily support everything 
that Israel does, nor are 
most single-issue voters. 
Recent polling shows that a 
majority of Jews identify as 
Democrats. 

According to AP VoteCast, 
a survey of the 2018 elec¬ 
torate, 72% of Jewish vot¬ 
ers supported Democratic 
House candidates in 2018. 
Similarly, 74% said they dis¬ 
approve of how Trump is 
handling his job. 

A Pew Research Center 
poll conducted in April 
found that among Jewish 
Americans, 42% said Trump 
is favoring the Israelis too 
much, 6% said he's favor¬ 
ing the Palestinians too 
much and 47% said he's 
striking the right balance. 
Jews were more likely than 
Christians to say Trump fa¬ 
vors the Israelis too much, 
42% to 26%. 

Omar was roundly criti¬ 
cized by members of both 
parties for saying during a 
town hall earlier this year 
that she wanted to discuss 
“the political influence in 
this country that says it is OK 
for people to push for alle¬ 
giance to a foreign coun¬ 
try.” 

This is not the first time 
Trump has been criticized 
for remarks seen by some 
as anti-Semitic. In 2015, 
Trump, then a candidate, 
spoke to the Republican 
Jewish Coalition and made 
a similar comment. 

“You're not going to sup¬ 
port me because I don't 
want your money," he said 
then. “You want to control 
your politicians, that’s fine.” 
Later in the campaign, he 
tweeted a graphic criti¬ 
cal of his opponent Hillary 
Clinton that featured a six- 
pointed star, a pile of cash 
and the words “most cor¬ 
rupt candidate ever.” The 
star was believed by many 
to be the Star of David, 
which is featured on the 
Israeli flag. The campaign 
denied that the star carried 
any special meaning. 

The president first attacked 
Omar and Tlaib, and two 
other Democratic con¬ 
gresswomen of color, last 
month by telling them to 
“go back" to their home 
countries. All four are Unit¬ 
ed States citizens. □

“Oh, we’re taking this se¬ 
riously,” Lincoln County 
Commission Chairman Var- 
lin Higbee told the Las Ve¬ 
gas Review-Journal . “With 
the possibility of 35,000 to 
40,000 people showing up, 
yeah, this is serious." 

County officials are con¬ 
cerned that a surge of visi¬ 
tors will crowd campsites, 
gas stations and public 
medical, internet and cell¬ 
phone services. Officials 
count just 184 hotel rooms 
in the county nearly twice 
the size of the Connecticut. 
“The cellphone system is 
going to go down,” Higbee 
said. “You get more than 
a couple of hundred peo¬ 
ple there, and it's going to 
crash. Cell service won't be 
available.” 

The Little A'Le’Inn in the 
community of Rachel, pop¬ 
ulation about 50, is sched¬ 
uling a three-day music 
festival Sept. 20-22 dubbed 
Alienstock. Hotel co-owner 
Connie West has said she's 
expecting 10,000 people. 
The Alien Research Cen¬ 


ter souvenir shop in Hiko, 
a town of about 120 a 
45-minute drive from Ra¬ 
chel, plans a Sept. 20-21 
exposition. 

The events evolved from 
an internet post inviting 
people to run into the re¬ 
mote test area in the Ne¬ 
vada desert that has long 
been the focus of UFO con¬ 
spiracy theories. 

County Sheriff Kerry Lee 
said Tuesday he was meet¬ 
ing with state emergency 
planning officials. 

County officials have also 
met with officials from 
the Las Vegas Metropoli¬ 
tan Police Department in 
Clark County, the sheriffs of 
White Pine and Nye coun¬ 
ties, and the Nevada High¬ 
way Patrol. 

Eric Holt, county emergen¬ 
cy manager, asked com¬ 
missioners to “pre-sign” the 
emergency declaration. 
Higbee, who has author¬ 
ity to invoke a declaration, 
said it would let Lincoln 
County seek financial help 
and emergency personnel 
from the state. 

“We don't know where or 
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how far our resources are 
going to go,” he said. “A 
lot of it is equipment and 
financing. The county only 
has so much money to 
deal with.” 

Higbee said visitors should 
not to try to enter Area 51. 


“We don’t want them go¬ 
ing down to government 
property; it will probably be 
blocked off,” he said. “We 
don’t want civilian people 
in contact with the military 
at all. That will get ugly.” 
The conditional permits 


require festival and event 
organizers to submit final 
plans to the Lincoln County 
Commission by Sept. 3. 
“They have to have their 
security, medical, parking 
plans and few other things 
(ready),” Higbee saidO

LUCEDALE, Miss. (AP) — A 

judge on Tuesday acquit¬ 
ted a Mississippi lawmaker 
of a domestic violence 
charge in which he was 
accused of punching his 
wife in the face because 
she didn't undress quickly 
enough when he wanted 
to have sex. 

George County Justice 
Court Judge Mike Bullock 
found state Rep. Doug 
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McLeod not guilty of a 
misdemeanor domestic 
violence charge during a 
one-day bench trial after 
McLeod’s wife testified on 
her husband’s behalf. 

The Sun Herald reports Mi¬ 
chele McLeod testified that 
her husband drank less than 
two tumblers full of wine, 
mixing them with prescrip¬ 
tion-strength painkiller on 
May 18. Michele McLeod 
said Doug McLeod was “in 
a state of delirium” when 
one of his limbs, “probably 
his arm,” hit her face. 
Michele McLeod had re¬ 
fused to cooperate with or 
testify for the prosecution. 
Before announcing his ver¬ 
dict, Bullock said that he 
could understand after 
hearing the wife's testi¬ 
mony how Doug McLeod 
could have struck her ac¬ 
cidentally. 

Michele McLeod’s testimo¬ 
ny contrasted with body 
camera video recorded by 
a deputy who responded 
to the home May 18. In the 
video recorded that night, 
Michele McLeod described 
her husband as an angry 
drunk. “Anything can trig¬ 
ger him to get like that,” she 
told George County Sher¬ 
iff's Deputy Robert Karg. 
“He lost it. He gets like that 
when he drinks too much.” 
The deputy arrived after 
Magen Merrill, a friend of 
Michele McLeod who was 
present that night, called 
911. Merrill testified Tuesday 
that Michele McLeod ran 
into an upstairs bedroom 
where Merrill was. Merrill 
said she locked the door 
and wouldn’t let Michele 
McLeod wash her hands 
and face until deputies ar¬ 
rived. When Karg came to 
the front door, Merrill said 
she couldn’t go down to 
meet him because Doug 
McLeod was pounding on 
the bedroom door. 


Doug McLeod opened the 
door for Karg and said “Are 
you kidding me?” when 
Karg told him why he was 
there, according to the 
court testimony. After walk¬ 
ing back inside the house, 
McLeod returned outside 
and said, “I'm sorry. I’m sor¬ 
ry, man.” 

Karg said McLeod was 
drinking out of a glass fhaf 
smelled like “wine or al¬ 
cohol.” Defense attorney 
Christopher Dobbins fo¬ 
cused Tuesday on fhe three 
different police reports pro¬ 
duced in the case. While 
on the stand, Karg testified 
that Michele McLeod told 
him she was hit because 
she was not undressing fast 
enough for sex, mirroring 
whaf Merrill tesfified to earli¬ 
er in the morning. However, 
one of the three reports left 
that detail out, and Karg 
said his body camera was 
off when Michele McLeod 
told him that. McLeod, a 
second-term Lucedale 

Republican, represents 

parts of George and Stone 
counties in southeast Missis¬ 
sippi. He stands unopposed 
for reelection and his arrest 
came after the qualifying 
deadline for fhe November 
ballof. 

Despite his acquittal, 
McLeod could still face re¬ 
percussions in the Legisla¬ 
ture. House Speaker Philip 
Gunn, a Clinton Republi¬ 
can, said he would refer 
the matter to the House 
Ethics Committee. 

“This whole situation is still 
very concerning, not only 
to me, but to many other 
members of the House of 
Representatives,” Gunn 
said in a statement. “The 
court may have found Rep. 
McLeod not guilty, but as a 
member of the Mississippi 
Legislature to find yourself 
in fhis sifuafion — if is sfill an 
issue.”□ 
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Philly police head resigns after mayor reads bias lawsuit

Philadelphia's police com¬ 
missioner resigned Tues¬ 
day amid allegations that 
members of his department 
engaged in sexual harass¬ 
ment and racial and gen¬ 
der discrimination against 
two women serving in the 
ranks. 

Mayor Jim Kenney said in 
a news release he was dis¬ 
appointed to lose Commis¬ 
sioner Richard Ross Jr., but 
in light of the new allega¬ 
tions, he said Ross' “resig¬ 
nation is in the best interest 
of the department.” 
Kenney spokeswoman 
Deana Gamble said Ross 
offered his resignation af¬ 
ter Kenney learned details 
of the allegations by the 
women, including one who 
says she once had an affair 
with Ross. 

The corporal and patrol of¬ 
ficer made the allegations 
against several depart¬ 
ment employees. 

Gamble said Ross knew 
about the alleged harass¬ 
ment and failed to respond 
adequately. 

An amended version of the 
women’s federal lawsuit 
was filed Monday. 

“The mayor wanted to fig¬ 
ure out what occurred,” 
Gamble said. “After he 
read the complaint, the 
mayor decided to accept 
his resignation.” 

Ross, who is black, joined 
the department in 1989 
and had served as commis¬ 
sioner since January 2016. 
He did not respond to mes¬ 
sages seeking comment. 


The lawsuit alleges discrimi¬ 
nation, a hostile work en¬ 
vironment, retaliation and 
other counts. 

It says the women “have 
suffered continuous and 
ongoing sexual harass¬ 
ment and discrimination 
by both co-workers and su¬ 
pervisors,” including grop¬ 
ing, sexual comments and 
sexual advances, and that 
they faced retaliation for 
complaining about it. 

The lawsuit, in which Ross 
and the city are among the 
defendants, was filed by a 
corporal and an officer, 
one black, the other black 
Hispanic. 

It claimed Ross had had a 
two-year relationship with 
one of the women, an af¬ 
fair that ended in 2011. 

The women’s civil lawyer, 
Ian Bryson, said they had 
not expected Ross to re¬ 
sign. 

“If that’s what it takes to 
shed light on this issue, then 
we see it as a win for work¬ 
ing people,” Bryson said. 
The lawsuit said when one 
of the women told Ross she 
had been subjected to sex¬ 
ual harassment and a hos¬ 
tile work environment, he 
responded brusquely. 
“Commissioner Ross de¬ 
clined to act on her report, 
and instead suggested, ‘So 
why don’t you just order his 
dumb ass to go sit down 
and get out of your face of¬ 
ficer,”’ the lawsuit alleged. 
Kenney noted a sexual ha¬ 
rassment prevention policy 
and efforts to prevent work¬ 
place discrimination and 
harassment were imple¬ 


mented a year ago. “While 
rolling out a new policy un¬ 
derstandably takes time, I 
do not believe the Police 
Department has taken the 
necessary actions to ad¬ 
dress the underlying cultural 
issues that too often nega¬ 
tively impact women — es¬ 
pecially women of color," 
Kenney said in a statement. 
The mayor said an unspeci¬ 
fied independent entity will 
investigate the recent al¬ 
legations and recommend 
how to address discrimina¬ 
tion and harassment within 
the police agency. 

Asked if the city has taken 
any personnel action re¬ 
lated to the lawsuit and 
Ross' departure. Gamble 
responded that an inter¬ 


nal investigation is currently 
underway. The city police 
have had a checkered re¬ 
lationship with the people 
they serve, and this summer 
about 100 people protest¬ 
ed outside police head¬ 
quarters, demanding ac¬ 
tion in response to reports 
some officers had made 
racist and violent social- 
media posts. 

Ross said the day he took 
the job that it was a “chal¬ 
lenging time for law en¬ 
forcement” and acknowl¬ 
edged the department 
had “some issues.” 

“We have to confront them 
and we have to be bold 
about it,” Ross said in 2016. 
John McNesby, president 
of the police union, called 


Ross “a shining example 
that hard work and dedi¬ 
cation can lead you to the 
top of your profession” and 
said he served with honor 
and respect. 

Just last week, Kenney 
called Ross the best po¬ 
lice commissioner in Amer¬ 
ica after a gunman's long 
standoff with police. 

But during that standoff, 
hostility between residents 
and police was evident, as 
residents harassed officers 
trying to keep peace at the 
scene. 

Kenney named Deputy 
Commissioner Christine 
Coulter to serve as act¬ 
ing commissioner dur¬ 
ing a search for Ross' 
replacement.O

Lawmakers are told port authority lacked accounting records

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — 

Connecticut lawmakers 
were told Tuesday that the 
Connecticut Port Author¬ 
ity, which has come under 
scrutiny for paying a for¬ 
mer board chairwoman’s 
daughter $3,000 for office 
art, operated for a period 
of time without account¬ 
ing records detailing bank 
transactions or formal writ¬ 
ten policies addressing per¬ 
sonnel practices to the use 
of surplus funds. 

John Rasimas, deputy 
state auditor, outlined for 
members of the General 
Assembly’s Transportation 
Committee a recent audit 
for fiscal years 2016 and 
2017 that showed the qua¬ 
si-public agency did not 
maintain the “basic ele¬ 
ments” of internal account¬ 
ing procedures. 

“We found that the Con¬ 
necticut Port Authority did 
not maintain accounting 
records detailing the trans¬ 
actions and balances of its 
bank accounts during that 
audit period,” he said, add¬ 
ing how the authority could 
not show auditors that

its records matched the 
amounts shown on the au¬ 
thority’s bank statements. 
A second audit is currently 
underway. 

Lawmakers held a daylong 
hearing on the finances 
and management prac¬ 
tices at the port authority, 
which began operating in 


2016, charged with mar¬ 
keting and making invest¬ 
ments in the state’s three 
deep water ports and small 
harbors to maximize their 
full potential. It’s one of 
more than a dozen quasi¬ 
public agencies, which 
are state-chartered but 
privately managed orga-

nizations created to take 
on public missions. They’re 
considered more nimble 
than a traditional state 
agency. 

Most recently, the port au¬ 
thority has played a key 
role in Connecticut’s push 
to develop an offshore 
wind industry. The authority 
and the new private op¬ 
erator of the state pier in 
New London recently part¬ 
nered with Bay State Wind 
to redevelop the pier into 
a state-of-the-art facility 
that can accommodate 
offshore wind components. 
Besides the auditors, law¬ 
makers Tuesday heard 
from representatives of 
Democratic Gov. Ned 


Lamont’s administration, 
including Department of 
Economic and Commu¬ 
nity Development Deputy 
Commissioner David Kooris, 
who Lamont has appoint¬ 
ed to temporarily oversee 
the authority. Kooris said 
he is working to review the 
“authority's finances with a 
fine-toothed comb” and is 
bringing in an external au¬ 
ditor for another review. 
Kooris tried to assure law¬ 
makers that he has deter¬ 
mined port authority staff 
members attempted to 
pursue “best practices" 
from other quasi-public 
agencies, but those rec¬ 
ommendations were not 
followed through by the 
authority’s top leadership. 
But Republican legislators 
expressed disappointment 
that several previous port 
authority officials didn’t 
attend Tuesday’s forum, 
including former board 
chairwoman and Old Lyme 
First Selectman Bonnie Re- 
emsnyder, suggesting they 
be subpoenaed to testify. 
“It is essential for govern¬ 
ment transparency that 
they attend and be able 
to answer questions from 
the committee, otherwise 
this hearing will be unpro¬ 
ductive,” the committee’s 
two GOP leaders wrote in 
a letter to the Democratic 
chairmen. Sen. Carlo Le¬ 
one, D-Stamford, the com¬ 
mittee’s co-chairman, 
said lawmakers are wait¬ 
ing to see if those officials 
ultimately submit written 
statements. □ 


2 drug companies settle with 
counties in opioid-crisis suit

Two pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies have reached 
settlements totaling $15 
million to avoid being de¬ 
fendants in the first federal 
trial on the drug industry's 
accountability for a nation¬ 
wide opioid crisis. 

Dublin, Ireland-based 
Endo Pharmaceuticals an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that it 
has agreed to pay the Ohio 
counties of Cuyahoga and 
Summit, home to Cleve¬ 
land and Akron, a total of 


$10 million to settle their 
suits, which are still sched¬ 
uled to go to trial against 
other drugmakers and dis¬ 
tributors Oct. 21. 

As part of fhe deal, Endo 
also agreed fo supply $1 
million worth of blood pres¬ 
sure medicines if produces 
for fhe counfies. 

The counties will determine 
how the settlement is di¬ 
vided. 

And Allergan, also based in 
Dublin, has agreed to pay 
$5 million to settle claims 
related to its branded 
opioid .□

BISMARCK, N.D. (AP) — A 

2015 pipeline spill of liq¬ 
uid natural gas in western 
North Dakota initially re¬ 
ported as just 10 gallons is 
at least hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of gallons larger and 
may take another decade 
to clean up, state health 
officials said Tuesday. 
Oklahoma-based Oneok 
Partners LP reported the 
10-gallon spill of natural gas 
liquids, or “condensate," 
from a pipeline at its Gar¬ 
den Creek gas plant near 
Watford Cify in July 2015. A 
report by the North Dakota 
Health Department said 
“ground around the pipe 
was saturated with natural 
gas condensate of an un¬ 
known volume.” 

State Environmental Qual¬ 
ity Chief Dave Glatt said 
the company reported last 
October that it had recov¬ 
ered 240,000 gallons of the 
liquid gas and that clean¬ 
up was ongoing. 

But the Health Department 
never updated its report to 
reflect the severity of the 
spill. 

Glatt said doing so was not 
required and would have 
been “just wild guesses 
anyway.” 

The larger-than-reported 
size of the spill was first re¬ 
ported Monday by DeS- 
mog, a blog dedicated to 
fighting climate change 
skepticism, which report¬ 
ed that the spill could be 
as large as 11 million gal¬ 
lons. The blog cited an un¬ 
named person who provid¬ 


ed a draft document on a 
cleanup plan. Oneok said 
in a statement Tuesday 
that the document was 
done by a consultant “as 
part of their design process 
to address the release.” 
The company said the ac¬ 
tual amounts of the release 
aren't known. 

“The volume estimates in¬ 
cluded in the document 
were hypothetical assump¬ 
tions and were used solely 
as a basis for the vendor's 
equipment design to com¬ 
plete the response action 
efforts," the company said. 
Oneok said the release was 
caused by “hairline cracks” 
in a 2-inch-wide under¬ 
ground pipe at the facil¬ 
ity. Regulators don’t know 
how long the line had been 
leaking, but they said it was 
repaired immediately after 
being discovered. 

“Repairs and modifications 
have been made to help 
ensure that another re¬ 
lease does not occur,” the 
statement said. “Due to the 
below ground nature of 
the release, it is impossible 
to determine the actual 
volume released with any 
level of certainty or accu¬ 
racy." 

State environmental scien¬ 
tist Bill Suess visited the site 
the Tuesday, the day after 
the blog post appeared. 
He estimated the affected 
area to be about 240,000 
square feet. 

Suess said some ground- 
water was affected at 
the site but the spill didn’t 
reach beyond the facility's 
boundaries. □

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) — A 

pathologist fired from an 
Arkansas veterans hospital 
after officials said he had 
been impaired while on 
duty was charged Tues¬ 
day with involuntary man¬ 
slaughter in the deaths of 
three patients who authori¬ 
ties say he misdiagnosed 
and whose records he later 
altered to conceal his mis¬ 
takes. 

A grand jury indictment un¬ 
sealed Tuesday charged 
Dr. Robert Morris Levy in the 
patients’ deaths and on 
multiple charges of fraud 
and making false state¬ 
ments for his alleged at¬ 
tempts to conceal his sub¬ 
stance abuse and incor¬ 
rect diagnoses. 

“In doing so, he was al¬ 
lowed to stay employed 
with the Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration, thus earning a sal¬ 
ary, benefits and possibly 
a bonus,” Duane Kees, the 
U.S. Attorney for the West¬ 
ern District of Arkansas, said 
at a news conference in 
Fayetteville, referring to the 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs by its former name. 
Levy, who worked at the 
Veterans health Care Sys¬ 
tem of the Ozarks in Fay¬ 
etteville, was paid an an¬ 
nual salary of $225,000, ac¬ 
cording to the indictment. 
He was fired from the hos¬ 
pital in April 2018. 

VA officials said in January 
that outside pathologists 
reviewed nearly 34,000 
cases handled by Levy and 
found more than 3,000 er¬ 
rors or missed diagnoses 
dating back to 2005. Levy 
has acknowledged that he 


once showed up to work at 
the Veterans Health Care 
System of the Ozarks drunk 
in 2016, but he denied that 
he had worked while im¬ 
paired. He entered an in¬ 
patient treatment program 
following that incident and 
returned to work in October 
2016 after agreeing to re¬ 
main sober and submitting 
to random drug testing. 
Levy, who was being held 
at the Washington County 
jail, pleaded not guilty at a 
hearing Tuesday. Kees said 
that as of Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, Levy had not obtained 
counsel to represent him in 
the case. 

In the deaths. Levy is ac¬ 
cused of falsifying entries 
in his patients' records af¬ 
ter making incorrect and 
misleading diagnoses. In 
one case, a patient died 
of prostate cancer after 
Levy determined that his 
biopsy showed he didn’t 
have cancer, prosecutors 
allege. 

Prosecutors say a second 
patient died of squamous 
cell carcinoma after Levy

misdiagnosed the patient 
with another form of carci¬ 
noma. In a third case, the 
indictment says, a patient 
with small cell carcinoma 
was treated for a type of 
cancer he didn't have fol¬ 
lowing an incorrect diag¬ 
nosis by Levy, and died. 

In two cases, he’s accused 
of falsifying patients' medi¬ 
cal records to state that a 
second pathologist agreed 
with his diagnosis. 
Prosecutors say Levy re¬ 
ceived bonuses in 2016 
and 2017 that were based 
in part on him reporting 
that his clinical errors were 
less than five percent. But, 
according the indictment, 
almost 10 percent of the 
diagnoses he made had 
clinical errors. 

“These charges send a 
clear signal that anyone 
entrusted with the care 
of veterans will be held 
accountable for placing 
them at risk by working 
while impaired or through 
other misconduct," VA In¬ 
spector General Michael 
Missal said. □ 
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Italian premier resigns, blames deputy for political crisis

ROME (AP) — Italian Premier 
Giuseppe Conte resigned 
Tuesday, blaming the col¬ 
lapse of his 14-month-old 
populist government on 
his rebellious, anti-migrant 
Interior Minister Matteo Sal- 
vini, who triggered a politi¬ 
cal crisis to try to force early 
elections. 

Addressing the Senate, 
Conte blasted Salvini for 
setting in motion a “dizzy¬ 
ing spiral of political and 
financial instability" by es¬ 
sentially pulling the plug on 
the government. Salvini's 
right-wing League party 
sought a no-confidence 
vote against Conte ear¬ 
lier this month, a stunningly 
bold move for the govern¬ 
ment’s junior coalition part¬ 
ner. Conte, a lawyer with 
no political experience 
who was tapped to break 
a post-election stalemate 
last year, handed his resig¬ 
nation to President Sergio 
Mattarella at the presiden¬ 
tial palace Tuesday night. 
Mattarella, who is head of 
state, requested that Conte 
and the rest of the govern¬ 
ment stay on in a caretaker 
role, while he works in the 
coming days to determine 


whether to call new elec¬ 
tions. Mattarella will first see 
if another viable coalition 
can be cobbled together. 
Salvini, who sat next to 
Conte during his speech, 
smirking at times, declared, 
“I’d do it all again.” He re¬ 
peatedly kissed a rosary he 
slipped out of his pocket 
right after Conte rebuked 
him for associating “po¬ 
litical slogans with religious 
symbols.” In the European 


Parliament election three 
months ago in Italy, as well 
as in current opinion polls, 
Salvini’s League party has 
become the No. 1 politi¬ 
cal force among Italians. 
His crackdown on mi¬ 
grants, whom the party’s 
voter base largely blames 
for crime, appears to be 
a huge factor in Salvini's 
climbing popularity.

French couple could face jail time for 
taking Italian sand

ROME (AP) — A French couple faces up to six years in jail for taking around 40 kg (88.1 lbs) 
of white sand from a beach on the Italian island of Sardinia. 

Italian finance police said Tuesday they discovered the sand from a Chia beach stashed 
in 14 plastic bottles in the couple’s SUV during a check as it boarded a ferry Aug. 15 from 
Sardinia to France. 

The couple told police they didn't know it was against the law to take the island's famed 
sand, which is protected as a public good. If found guilty, they face one to six years in 
jail for aggravated theft. 

It’s not clear when a trial may be held. 

Italian finance police say the sand theft was one of the bigger revealed during a recent 
crackdown. □

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Eu¬ 
ropean Union and Britain, 
which are hurtling toward 
a costly, damaging no¬ 
deal split in a little over two 
months, kicked off a high- 
wire week of diplomacy 
Tuesday by entrenching 
themselves deeper in their 
irreconcilable positions. 
Highlighting new British 
Prime Minister Boris John¬ 
son’s determination to 
leave the bloc on Oct. 31 
even if no Brexit divorce 
deal is in place, his gov¬ 
ernment said as of Sept. 1 
it would stop attending all 
EU meetings where its vital 
interests were not at stake. 
Johnson's Downing Street 
office doubled down on 
the message later, stating 
that unless the trade back¬ 
stop on the Irish border was 
abolished “there’s no pros¬ 
pect of a deal.” 

The EU, which is not known 
for its speedy diplomacy, 
took only half a day to re¬ 
buff a four-page proposal 
by Johnson on breaking 
a deadlock over ensuring 
a transparent border be¬ 
tween the EU’s Ireland and 
the U.K.'s Northern Ireland. 
The bloc said one key part 
of the proposal was “incor¬ 
rect” and another “mis¬ 
leading.” 

In the diplomatic note from 


the EU Commission and 
Council to the EU’s remain¬ 
ing 27 nations, which was 
obtained by The Associ¬ 
ated Press, the member 
states were strongly urged 
not to give in to Johnson’s 
demand that the legal 
withdrawal agreement the 
EU negotiated with his pre¬ 
decessor, Theresa May, be 
changed at this late stage. 
Johnson demanded late 
Monday that the EU re¬ 
open Brexit negotiations, 
scrapping “anti-democrat- 
ic” provisions for the Irish 
border that he said would 
threaten the peace pro¬ 
cess in Northern Ireland. 


European Council chief 
Donald Tusk responded 
quickly and vigorously, 
defending the so-called 
backstop — an insurance 
policy meant to avoid a 
hard border between Ire¬ 
land and Northern Ireland. 
“Those against the back¬ 
stop and not proposing 
realistic alternatives in fact 
support reestablishing a 
border,” Tusk tweeted Tues¬ 
day. “Even if they do not 
admit it.” 

The backstop would keep 
Britain closely aligned with 
the European customs 
union if the two sides can't 
agree on other ways to 


prevent the reintroduc¬ 
tion of border checks on 
people and goods moving 
between Northern Ireland 
and Ireland. 

The EU's diplomatic note 
said it needed to counter 
Johnson’s assertions, insist¬ 
ing “it is incorrect to state 
that the people of Northern 
Ireland have no influence 
over the legislation that 
would apply to them.” 
Similarly, it said “the let¬ 
ter’s suggestion that two 
separate legal, political, 
economic, and monetary 
jurisdictions already exist 
on the island and can be 
managed with an open 


border is misleading." 

Such words left a huge rift 
between the sides, just as 
Johnson was preparing to 
visit German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel in Berlin on 
Wednesday and French 
President Emmanuel Ma¬ 
cron in Paris on Thursday. 
His trips should culminate 
in more talks at a summit of 
G-7 leaders this weekend in 
Biarritz, France. 

On a rare note of guarded 
optimism, Merkel suggest¬ 
ed Tuesday that a “practi¬ 
cal solution” could still be 
found for the Irish border 
issue, making the back¬ 
stop superfluous. But she 
said finding such a solution 
wouldn’t require reopening 
negotiations on the current 
Brexit deal. 

Johnson has vowed to 
leave the EU “come what 
may” on Oct. 31, with or 
without a deal aimed at 
softening the transition. 

To that effect, U.K. Secre¬ 
tary of State Steve Barclay 
said Tuesday that the dip¬ 
lomatic corps “will only go 
to the (EU) meetings that 
really matter, reducing at¬ 
tendance by over half and 
saving hundreds of hours." 
He said that would free 
up time for ministers and 
staff “to get on with pre¬ 
paring for our departure 
on October 31 and seizing 
the opportunities that lie 
ahead."□

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — The former head of 
Dutch defense forces said 
he believes the Nether¬ 
lands should not take part 
in a U.S.-led mission to pro¬ 
tect shipping in the strate¬ 
gic Strait of Hormuz if the 
aim of the operation is to 
pile more pressure on Iran. 
The comments of former 
defense chief Dick Berlijn 
came in an interview pub¬ 
lished in Tuesday’s edition 
of Dutch daily De Volksk- 
rant. 

“I don’t think we should 
take part in an American 
operation in which we ab¬ 
solutely do not know what 
is going to happen," he 
said. 


Discussions about the pos¬ 
sible security mission come 
against a backdrop of 
deepening confrontation 
between Iran and the West 
after U.S. President Donald 
Trump pulled Washington 
out of Tehran's nuclear 
deal with world powers 
over a year ago. 

Berlijn said that if the mission 
proposed by the Trump ad¬ 
ministration is aimed at put¬ 
ting more pressure on Iran, 
“I’m strongly opposed to 
that.” 

Berlijn’s comments were 
published on the day Dutch 
Cabinet ministers held an 
informal meeting to discuss 
strategy after Parliament’s 
summer break. 

Among key foreign policy 
issues facing Prime Minister 


Mark Ruffe’s ruling coalition 
are U.S. requests to take 
part in operations in Syria 
and the Persian Gulf crisis 
with Iran. 

Britain has so far been the 
only U.S. ally to express will¬ 
ingness to join a maritime 
security mission. 

European nations are re¬ 
luctant and Germany has 
said it will not be involved. 
Britain also has been giv¬ 
ing U.K.-flagged vessels a 
naval escort since the Ira¬ 
nian Revolutionary Guard’s 
seizure of the Stena Impero 
tanker in July. 

The tanker is still being held 
by the Islamic Republic. 

The Persian Gulf region has 
witnessed six attacks on 
oil tankers in recent weeks

Clashes between a Yemeni 
separatist militia, backed 
by the United Arab Emir¬ 
ates, and forces loyal to 
the internationally recog¬ 
nized government killed 
at least three civilians and 
wounded nine in southern 
Abyan province on Tues¬ 
day, security officials and 
local residents said. 

The fighting between the 
two sides — ostensible al¬ 
lies in the Saudi-led co¬ 
alition that for years has 
been fighting Yemen's 
Iran-backed Houthi rebels, 
based in the north — has 
added another layer to 
the complex civil war in the 
Arab world’s most impover¬ 
ished country. 

After a 10-hour battle, the 
Security Belt militia, which 
is trained and financed by 
the UAE, overran a military 
camp belonging to the 
government's special forc¬ 
es in the provincial capi¬ 
tal, Zinjibar, and deployed 
across much of the city, 
said the officials and resi¬ 
dents. The officials spoke 


on condition of anonym¬ 
ity because they weren’t 
authorized to talk to the 
media, while the residents 
spoke anonymously, fear¬ 
ing reprisal. 

The separatists last week 
took over the port city of 
Aden, to the west of Zinji¬ 
bar. Aden has functioned 
as the seat of President 
Abed Rabbo Manour 


Hadi's government since 
the Houthis captured Sa¬ 
naa, Yemen’s capital, and 
much of the country's north 
in 2014. 

Hadi’s government said in 
a statement Tuesday that 
it blamed the UAE for the 
“armed rebellion” of the 
separatists, according to 
the state-run SABA news 
agency. 


Yemen's information min¬ 
ister, Moammer al-lryani, 
earlier urged the Saudi-led 
coalition to pressure the 
militia to withdraw their 
forces from Zinjibar. Deputy 
Foreign Minister Moham¬ 
med Abdullah al-Hadrami 
called for an “immediate 
and complete halt of mili¬ 
tary and financial support” 
by the UAE to the Yemeni 


separatists. 

U.N. envoy to Yemen Mar¬ 
tin Griffiths said Tuesday he 
was alarmed by the vio¬ 
lence in Aden and Abyan. 
“I condemn the unaccept¬ 
able efforts by the Southern 
Transitional Council to take 
control of state institutions,” 
he said. Though a key 
member of the coalition, 
the UAE never threw its full 
support behind Hadi be¬ 
cause of his ties to Yemen's 
Muslim Brotherhood group, 
a pan-Arab movement 
that many Arab countries, 
including the UAE, consider 
a terrorist organization. 
After the separatists took 
control of Aden, the Saudi- 
led coalition ordered an 
immediate cease-fire and 
threatened to bomb them 
if they didn’t return to posi¬ 
tions they held before the 
fighting. 

The coalition also called for 
both the separatists and 
Hadi's government to at¬ 
tend reconciliation talks in 
Saudi Arabia, without set¬ 
ting a date. The separatist 
militia said it would attend 
but did not withdraw from 
Aden.Q 


Bosnia's bid to form a new govt fails over divisions on NATO

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herze- 
govina (AP) — The three 
members of Bosnia's multi¬ 
ethnic presidency failed 
on Tuesday to break a 
10-month deadlock on 
forming a new govern¬ 
ment amid deep divisions 
over the Balkan country’s 
bid to join NATO. 

A meeting between Bos¬ 
nia’s Muslim, Serb and Cro¬ 
at leaders ended without 
an agreement because 
the Bosnian Serb member 
of the presidency, Milo¬ 
rad Dodik, was against a 
package that would also 
include adopting a plan 
that would move Bosnia 
closer to NATO member¬ 
ship. 

“As long as I’m a member 
(of the presidency) there 
will be no vote on ANP,” 
Dodik said, referring to 
NATO's proposed Annual 
National Plan that lists a set 
of reforms a country has 


to make to eventually be¬ 
come a member. 

“We were loud and clear, 
we will not vote for ANP 
and the next time they 
put it on the agenda we 
will again not vote for it,” 
said Dodik, a staunch pro- 
Russian who has been sup¬ 


porting the Kremlin’s bid to 
prevent NATO expansion 
in the Balkans. 

The Muslim member of 
the presidency, Sefik 
Dzaferovic, said that the 
“cause of all problems that 
we face today are unilat¬ 
eral attempts (by Dodik) to

halt Bosnia's road toward 
NATO.” 

“No one has the right to do 
that,” Dzaferovic said, call¬ 
ing Dodik’s actions “illegiti¬ 
mate” and contrary to the 
rule of law. 

The divisions within Bosnia 
reflect a mounting con¬ 


flict between the West 
and Russia over the future 
of the Balkans. While the 
West wishes to see the still- 
volatile region that went 
through a bloody war 
in the 1990s reform and 
eventually join the EU and 
NATO, Russia has used its 
historic ties with Serbs to 
undermine this idea. 

After another Balkan his¬ 
torical ally, Montenegro, 
turned its back on Moscow 
and joined NATO in 2017, 
Serbia and the Serb-run 
Republika Srpska in Bosnia 
are the only allies of the 
Kremlin in the region. 
Disagreements between 
Bosnia's Serbs and the oth¬ 
er two ethnic groups over 
Bosnia’s future relations 
with NATO could plunge 
the country even deeper 
into crisis and further exac¬ 
erbate ethnic divisions. 
Another meeting of the 
presidency to discuss a 
new government has not 
been set. □

HONG KONG (AP) — Fac¬ 
ing pressure to end months 
of antigovernment pro¬ 
tests, Hong Kong's leader 
pledged Tuesday to open 
up dialogue with city resi¬ 
dents in an effort to narrow 
differences. 

However, Chief Execu¬ 
tive Carrie Lam offered no 
concessions to the protest 
movement and a key or¬ 
ganizer of the mass rallies 
dismissed her plan to im¬ 
mediately set up a “com¬ 
munication platform,” un¬ 
derlining the challenge in 
resolving the semiautono- 
mous Chinese city’s politi¬ 
cal crisis. 

The movement held a mas¬ 
sive but peaceful rally on 
Sunday after earlier pro¬ 
tests had been marked by 
violence. The government 


has conditioned dialogue 
on the leaderless protest 
movement remaining 
peaceful. 

Lam didn't say that the 
communication platform 
will be used to specifically 
contact protesters. It will be 


used for “open and direct” 
dialogue with people from 
all walks of life, including 
people who have attend¬ 
ed peaceful rallies, she told 
reporters, while giving few 
specifics on how it would 
work. 


“Our goal is to work hard 
to resolve differences and 
conflicts, to understand 
each other through com¬ 
munication and to walk 
out of this social deadlock 
together,” Lam said. 

Her comments fell short 
of the protesters' five de¬ 
mands, which include gen¬ 
uine democracy and an 
independent inquiry into 
alleged police brutality. 

The protesters complain 
that police have contrib¬ 
uted to the violence by 
responding to their aggres¬ 
sive tactics with tear gas 
and rubber bullets. 
Members of the Civil Hu¬ 
man Rights Front rejected 
her plan, calling it a trap 
that’s aimed at wasting 
time. 

The group’s vice-convenor, 
Wong Yik-mo, said Lam is 
“not responding at all" to 


the protest movement’s 
demands. 

“We do not trust Carrie 
Lam, we do not trust her 
lies,” he said, pointing out 
that the movement’s de¬ 
centralized structure would 
make it hard to conduct 
dialogue anyway. 

“She is fully aware there is 
no leader, this is a leader¬ 
less movement. What does 
she suggest?” he said. 
Jimmy Sham, another 
member, suggested that 
“if Lam wants dialogue, she 
should come to a protest.” 
The Civil Human Rights 
Front has organized sev¬ 
eral mass anti-government 
rallies that have attracted 
huge crowds in recent 
months and it plans anoth¬ 
er at the end of the month. 
But many other groups 
have organized their own 
events. □ 


Nuclear watchdog: Russia has resumed sharing radiation data

MOSCOW (AP) — Russia 
has resumed sharing data 
from its radiation monitor¬ 
ing stations in Siberia after 
some were taken offline 
following a deadly explo¬ 
sion at a missile range, a 
nuclear weapons watch¬ 
dog said Tuesday. 

The mysterious accident at 
a naval weapons testing 
range on the White Sea in 
northwestern Russia earlier 
this month has been ac¬ 
companied by changing 
or contradictory informa¬ 
tion from Russian authori¬ 


ties. That has led to specu¬ 
lation about what really 
happened in the town of 
and what type of weapon 
was involved. 

It has even raised compari¬ 
sons to the Soviet Union’s 
1986 disaster at the Cher¬ 
nobyl nuclear power plant 
in Ukraine, the world’s worst 
nuclear disaster, when So¬ 
viet officials tried to cover 
up the news for days. 

The Comprehensive Nucle¬ 
ar Test Ban Treaty Organi¬ 
zation said earlier this week 
that several Russian ra¬ 
diation monitoring stations 


went silent shortly after the 
reported explosion. 

Lassina Zebro, the organi¬ 
zation’s executive secre¬ 
tary, said Tuesday on Twit¬ 
ter that the two Russian 
stations that were reported 
to be offline are back in 
operation and they are 
now backfilling the data. 
He also lauded Moscow for 
“excellent cooperation.” 
Russian officials earlier 
Tuesday brushed off sug¬ 
gestions that they were 
concealing details of the 
explosion from foreign 
nations. □

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Brazilian police kill man who held bus passengers hostage

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

Brandishing a fake gun, a 
man on Tuesday took doz¬ 
ens of hostages on a bus 
in Brazil and threatened to 
set the vehicle on fire with 
gasoline before police shot 
him dead in a four-hour 
standoff on Latin America’s 
longest bridge. 

All the hostages were freed 
unharmed on a 13-kilo- 
meter-long (8-mile-long) 
bridge that offers a sweep¬ 
ing view of Rio de Janeiro's 
Sugarloaf Mountain and 
the statue of Christ the Re¬ 
deemer. The panoramic 
setting where the man 
made his move seemed to 
reflect a bid for maximum 
publicity in a spot with virtu¬ 
ally no chance of escape. 
“He told us he didn't want 
our belongings, that he 
didn't want to hurt us, that 
he just wanted to go down 
in history," said Hans More¬ 
no, a hostage who had 
been sitting at the back of 
the bus. 

The bridge links Rio to the 
Niteroi municipality across 
Guanabara Bay. Many 
people use it to travel to 
and from work in Rio, and 
hundreds of vehicles were 
backed up as police closed 
its eight lanes and tried to 
get control of the danger¬ 
ous situation. The bus was 
coming from Sao Gonpalo, 
a community struggling 


with poverty and violence. 
Police initially said the man 
had a gun and a knife. 
Later, however, Lt. Col. 
Maurilio Nunes of the elite 
police squad that handled 
the hostage-taking said the 
gun was fake. 

“He had highs and lows,” 
Nunes said of the hostage- 
taker, who communicated 
with police. Professional 
psychologists were sum¬ 
moned to help police as¬ 
sess the man’s troubled 
state of mind, according 


to Nunes. The man took 
37 people hostage on the 
bus at around 5:30 a.m., as 
commuter traffic was in¬ 
creasing, police said. He re¬ 
leased two hostages, then 
another two, and then two 
more, separately. Later, 
he stepped out of the bus, 
threw an object resembling 
a bag and was shot by a 
sniper. The man's inten¬ 
tions were unclear and he 
did not make any particu¬ 
lar demands, according 
to police. The standoff was 


broadcast live on Brazil's TV 
Globo, riveting Brazilians in 
a nation accustomed to 
high levels of crime. 

The man instructed a hos¬ 
tage to bind the wrists 
of other passengers with 
plastic straps, but let them 
make brief phone calls to 
family members, accord¬ 
ing to Moreno, one of the 
hostages. He said he jot¬ 
ted short descriptions on a 
piece of paper of where 
the hostage-taker was 
standing in the bus, and 


placed the paper at a win¬ 
dow in an attempt to guide 
police. 

Gov. Wilson Witzel of Rio 
de Janeiro pumped his fist 
in triumph after arriving on 
the bridge in a helicopter 
after the hostage-taker 
was killed. He later praised 
police, saying the hostage 
situation was high-profile 
but that armed criminals 
are regularly “terrorizing" 
people out of sight of most 
Brazilians. 

Any criminal with a firearm 
“can and should be shot 
down by an elite sniper," 
said Witzel, dismissing con¬ 
cerns that police killings of 
suspects in Rio are increas¬ 
ing. 

Police in Rio killed 881 peo¬ 
ple in the first six months of 
this year — almost five a 
day — a double digit in¬ 
crease compared to the 
same period in 2018, ac¬ 
cording to official figures. 
Witzel, a former marine, 
has argued in favor of us¬ 
ing snipers on helicopters 
to shoot armed criminals in 
Rio’s slums. He is a political 
ally of President Jair Bol- 
sonaro, whose successful 
election platform last year 
included a pledge to get 
tough on crime. 

Rio's elite police force, 
known as BOPE, on Tues¬ 
day took charge of hos¬ 
tage negotiations while a 
sniper was seen deploying 
near the sceneO

the government will meet 
its commitments with the 
International Monetary 
Fund, the country's new 


treasury minister said Tues¬ 
day. 

“This is a complex situa¬ 
tion," Hernan Lacunza told 
reporters moments after 
being sworn in as treasury 
minister by President Mau- 
ricio Macri. 

Lacunza said his main pri¬ 
ority will be to stabilize the 
peso. He also assured that 
Argentina would keep 
2019 fiscal targets that it 
set out as a condition to 
get a record loan of more 
than $56 billion from the 
IMF to try to curb the coun¬ 
try's economic crisis. 
Conservative Macri re¬ 
cently lost in a primary 
election by a wide margin 
against center-left Alberto 


Fernandez. 

Macri's loss, and fears of 
a potential return to in¬ 
terventionist policies by a 
leftist administration, hit 
markets, crashed the peso 
currency and sent stocks 
and bonds tumbling. La¬ 
cunza replaces Nicolas 
Dujovne, who brokered 
the IMF deal and who an¬ 
nounced his resignation 
over the weekend. 

“What matters now is that 
the starting point for (the 
next government) has a 
robust platform to be able 
to recover growth," said 
Lacunza, a former econo¬ 
my minister for Buenos Ai¬ 
res province. 

After the defeat in the 


primary elections, Macri’s 
administration announced 
a string of spending mea¬ 
sures. They included: a 
temporary hike of the 
minimum wage, reducing 
payroll taxes and imple¬ 
menting other steps to 
help workers as Argentina 
struggles to overcome 
galloping inflation, high 
unemployment and other 
economic woes. 

Macri acted after the left¬ 
ist presidential ticket that 
includes his predecessor, 
Cristina Fernandez running 
as vice president, turned 
in a powerful showing in 
primary voting for candi¬ 
dates going into the Octo¬ 
ber general elections.^

Garappolo shaky in 49ers’ 24-15 win over Broncos

DENVER (AP) — Broncos 
receiver Emmanuel Sand¬ 
ers and 49ers quarterback 
Jimmy Garoppolo each 
made a triumphant return 
to action Monday night 
when the San Francisco 
49ers’ backups engineered 
a 24-15 preseason win over 
the Denver Broncos. 
Sanders’ comeback over¬ 
shadowed Garoppolo's 
return. 

After thoughts of his dou¬ 
ble-ankle surgery nearly 
brought him to tears in the 
tunnel before the game, 
Sanders caught a 5-yard 
pass from Joe Flacco on 
the Broncos' first offensive 
play and added a 19-yard 
run on a reverse in his first 
game since tearing his left 
Achilles tendon in practice 
last December. 

Fie also hauled in a 45-yard 
reception that was erased 
by left tackle Garett Bolles' 
holding penalty, but what 
he lamented most was not 
scoring on the reverse. 

“The old ‘E’ would have 
scored,” Sanders said. 
Bolles’ penalty didn’t de¬ 
tract from Sanders' big 
night. 

“Unfortunately, we got the 
holding call,” Sanders said. 
“But it felt good to be back 
on the football field, mak¬ 
ing plays and exciting the 
crowd.

Hamilton on joining Braves: ‘It’s like Christmas again’

After being let go by one 
of baseball's worst teams, 
Hamilton joined the first- 
place Atlanta Braves on 
Tuesday to help with their 
push for the playoffs.

ignated for assignment by 
the Kansas City Royals on 
Friday after a dismal sea¬ 
son for both him and the 
rebuilding team. He was 
hitting .211 with no homers 
and 12 RBIs. 

The Braves claimed Ham¬ 
ilton off waivers to bolster 
their injury-plagued roster, 
which is missing outfield¬ 
ers Nick Markakis, Ender 
Inciarte and Austin Riley, 
along with shortstop Dan- 
sby Swanson. All are on 
the 10-day injured list, and 
only Riley seems close to 
getting back on the field. 
For now, Hamilton will play 
a role off the bench, serv¬ 
ing as a late-inning de¬ 
fensive replacement and 


pinch-runner. He had 18 
stolen bases for the Royals. 
Hamilton will take whatev¬ 
er playing time he can get. 
“It's like Christmas again," 
he said with a smile. “It’s 
amazing to come here 
and be part of this winning 
organization.” 

Hamilton spent six seasons 
in Cincinnati, where he 
was never much of a hit¬ 
ter but earned significant 
playing time with his speed 
and defensive prowess. 
He was a five-time final¬ 
ist for the Gold Glove and 
had four straight seasons 
with more than 50 stolen 
bases. 

The Braves made it clear

ATLANTA (AP) — The FedEx 
Cup is still about the mon¬ 
ey. 

Whoever wins this week 
at the Tour Championship 
gets $15 million, more than 
Greg Norman’s career 
earnings on the PGA Tour. 
The FedEx Cup might one 
day be as much about 
prestige. 

Tiger Woods (twice), Vijay 
Singh and Jim Furyk won 
the first four FedEx Cup 
titles, and all four will be in 
the World Golf Hall of Fame 
if they're not in already. The 
last four winners were Justin 
Rose, Justin Thomas, Rory 
Mcllroy and Jordan Spieth. 
That’s good company to 
keep. 

The FedEx Cup was never 
about major champion¬ 
ships. 

Woods is absent from 
East Lake, this time not by 
choice but because he 
didn’t qualify. 

It stands out because of his 
last two victories, Nos. 80 
and 81, both in Georgia. 
The first was the Tour Cham¬ 
pionship, the most electric 


moment in golf all of last 
year. Woods won at East 
Lake to cap a remarkable 
return from four back sur¬ 
geries, a DUI arrest stem¬ 
ming from his reliance on 
painkillers and his own fears 
that he would never com¬ 
pete again. 


Memories would be a lot 
stronger if he were here. 
Instead, he becomes the 
seventh player to win the 
Tour Championship and 
not be eligible to return the 
following year during the 
FedEx Cup era.

It seems that way because 
of his other victory, this one 
in April at Augusta Nation¬ 
al, as captivating as any of 
his 15 majors.

Chinese swimmer Sun granted 
public trial for doping hearing

GENEVA (AP) — Chinese 
swimmer Sun Yang will 
get the rare public trial 
he asked for to answer an 
appeal by the World Anti- 
Doping Agency that could 
lead to his ban from the 
2020 Olympics. 

The open hearing by the 
Court of Arbitration for 


Sport will probably be in 
Switzerland but is “unlikely 
to be before the end of 
October,” the court said on 
Tuesday. 

Sun is following another 
three-time Olympic swim¬ 
ming champion, Michelle 
Smith de Bruin of Ireland, 
as the only athletes opting 
not to have a closed-door 
hearing in the sports court’s 


35-year history. 

She lost her case in 1999. 

His lawyers said last month 
that Sun “objects to be¬ 
ing tried by the Australian 
press.” 

Details of evidence in the 
previously confidential 
court process were pub¬ 
lished on the eve of the 
world championships held 
last month in South Korea. 
Swimmers from Austra¬ 
lia, Britain, and the United 
States objected to Sun be¬ 
ing allowed to compete in 
Gwangju while the appeal 
case was pending. 

After Sun won the 200 and 
400 meters freestyle events, 
medalists from Australia 
and Britain made silent pro¬ 
tests at the podium . 
China’s first Olympic swim¬ 
ming champion won two 
gold medals at the 2012 
London Olympics and one 
in Rio de Janeiro four years 


later. 

He could be banned from 
the Tokyo Games next year 
because of incidents at his 
home in China last Septem¬ 
ber. 

A collection team sent to 
take blood and urine sam¬ 
ple failed to complete its 
work in an escalating late- 
night dispute. 

Sun disputed an official's 
credentials, and a vial of 
blood handed over to his 
entourage was destroyed 
with a hammer. 

WADA challenged swim 
body FINA’s verdict in 
January that a warning 
was enough for Sun, who 
served a three-month ban 
in 2014 for a positive test. 
The first case involving a 
substance then classed as 
a stimulant was conducted 
in relative secrecy in China 
and only later announced 
by FINA. 


The CAS hearing should 
be the first in public since 
the European Court of Hu¬ 
man Rights last year said 
athletes should have more 
rights to open the sports 
court to scrutiny. 

In the only previous public 
trial. Smith de Bruin chal¬ 
lenged a four-year ban 
imposed by FINA in 1998 
two years after the Atlanta 
Olympics for allegedly tam¬ 
pering with a urine sample 
by adding alcohol. 

A panel of three CAS judg¬ 
es heard the case over 
two days in May 1999 in its 
home city Lausanne, Swit¬ 
zerland, and upheld the 
original verdict. 

On Tuesday, CAS con¬ 
firmed reports it hoped to 
schedule Sun’s hearing in 
September, until “unex¬ 
pected personal circum¬ 
stances” forced a delay by

“It happens so rarely you're 
in awe," Archer said. “It’s 
an awesome feeling. They 
have the defensive runs 
saved calculation, but 
when you actually see a 
run taken away it feels so 
good.”

Seattle’s Keon Broxton has 
a knack for making such 
plays, often late in games. 
The rangy center fielder has 
three home run robberies in 
the ninth inning or later in 
his career, with two of those 
coming with Corey Knebel 
pitching when Broxton was 
with the Brewers. 

There was one on and two 
out in the ninth inning of a 
2017 game with Milwau¬ 
kee up 6-5 over the Cardi¬ 
nals when Broxton reached 
over the wall in front of a 
400-foot sign to rob Ran¬ 
dal Grichuk of what would 
have been a go-ahead 
blast and give the Brewers 
the win. 

The second one he robbed 
for Knebel came on July 4, 
2018. He leaped, stretched 
his entire body against the 
wall and reached at least a 
foot over it to corral a soar¬ 
ing shot by Minnesota’s Bri¬ 
an Dozier in the ninth inning 
of a 3-2 win. 

“We're out there to catch 
the uncatchable,” Broxton 
said. “The routine plays, 
anybody can catch them 
but the uncatchable balls, 
those are the ones we get 
paid for.” 

To Broxton, there’s no bet¬ 
ter feeling than robbing a 
home run and he delights 
in the pitcher's reaction af¬ 
terward. 


“When your pitcher is super 
excited about it and happy 
that you did that for him, I 
take pride in that just for 
that simple fact,” he said. 
Of course, he appreciates 
the spoils that have come 
with those grabs, too. 

That Fourth of July catch 
netted Broxton a gift card 
to Nordstrom and Knebel 
has also gotten him a cou¬ 
ple of other gift cards and 
treated him to dinner for his 
dazzling defense. 

Houston starter Gerrit Cole 
has played with more than 
his fair share of home run 
robbers. He has an out¬ 
field with Jake Marisnick, 
George Springer and Josh 
Reddick with the Astros and 
played with Starling Marte 
and Andrew McCutchen in 
Pittsburgh. 

He'll always be grateful to 
Marte for keeping brother- 
in-law Brandon Crawford 
from going yard off him with 
a nifty robbery he made by 
reaching into the stands in 
left field in 2015. 

Despite being helped by 
such catches on several 
occasions. Cole sheepishly 
noted that he's never giv¬ 


en a present for a robbery. 
“But now that you men¬ 
tion something, it looks like I 
need to go to the store,” he 
said, smiling. 

Brewers’ center fielder 
Lorenzo Cain recalled a 
robbery he committed in 
April against the Mets at 
Citi Field. Slugger Todd Fra¬ 
zier sent a ball from Chase 
Anderson to straightaway 
center field for what looked 
like a sure home run. In¬ 
stead, Cain tracked it, 
jumped and reached high 
above the wall to make 
the catch . Cain smiled 
broadly as he came down 
with it before shaking his fin¬ 
ger as if to say, “Not on my 
watch.” 

“He gave me a gift card 
to a restaurant in Milwau¬ 
kee," Cain said. “I've got¬ 
ten a few treats. I told him 
he doesn't have to do that, 
I was just trying to make a 
play. But it’s always nice 
when a pitcher under¬ 
stands that it’s not easy 
out there making a play for 
him.” 

These are the kinds of plays 
that give Cain a boost and 
help him feel like he’s con¬ 


tributing during times when 
things aren't going so well 
at the plate. 

“It's something very unique 
that everybody can’t do,” 
he said. “I think it takes a 
special talent to do it.” 
While Archer set the bar 
with personalized artwork 
for Kiermaier and Minor sent 
DeShields zipping around 
on a scooter, not all the 
home run robbery booty is 
quite so fancy. 

When Cleveland’s Greg Al¬ 
len snagged a ball hit by 
Houston’s Alex Bregman 
just before it would have 
sailed into the seats in right 
field at Minute Maid Park 
last season, Mike Clevinger 
rewarded him by paying 
for a few beers after the 
game. 

And years ago when Red¬ 
dick played for Oakland, 
Jesse Chavez gave him a 
carton of cigarettes when 
he robbed a homer for him. 
Still, those gifts are better 
than never getting one at 
all. Angels outfielder Justin 
Upton, who has eight home 
run robberies since 2015, 
was shocked to learn of this 
phenomenon.O 
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Feed Your Bones 


Matter comes in three states: sol¬ 
id, liquid and gas. Stop and think 
about glass and bones. Are they 
solid, liquid or gas? Which did you 
pick? If you choose solid for both, 
you are technically incorrect. We 
hear the objections screaming in 
your brains. Hold on; expand your 
reality of what you perceive. 

Glass is technically a liquid much 
like water. So why does glass not 
behave like water? The answer is 
in the temperature. At ten below 
zero water flows nowhere; at a 
thousand degrees glass flows eas¬ 
ily. Believe it or not, even at ambi¬ 
ent temperatures, glass, pulled by 
the forces of gravity, flows ever so 
slowly down. There are old castles 
whose glass panes have flowed 
down so the bottom of the pane 
is much thicker than the paper thin 
top. Glass, your see, is a liquid that 
is solid or “frozen” at ambient tem¬ 
peratures. 

What about breaking glass? Glass 
at ambient temperature, if forced 
too much will shatter into sharp 
pieces. Automobile “safety" glass 
is two panes of glass melted to¬ 
gether with an inner core of plastic 
to make it more flexible, or shat¬ 
ter-proof. Automobile glass takes 
more force before breaking into 
dull pieces. 

Bones are more fluid than solid. Ask 
any orthodontist who uses braces 
to rearrange and straighten teeth. 
With time and constant pressure, 
teeth imbedded in solid bone jaws 
will slowly flow into a new space. 
Most of our calcium is found in 
bones and teeth. People require 
calcium daily.

In the United States a pre¬ 
scription medication that has cal¬ 
cium and vitamin D that has been 
used by nearly 10 million people 
to help prevent or treat bone loss 
or osteoporosis, has been linked 
to 2,400 incidents of jaw bone de¬ 
cay or Osteonecrosis of fhe jaw. 
Additional people taking these 
drugs have claimed to have such 
debilitating pain that they have 
become bedridden or in need of 
walkers, crutches or wheelchairs. 
Understanding this over simplifica¬ 
tion of bone density and calcium, 
I have developed a treatment ap¬ 
proach in our clinic, using my bio¬ 
compatible medical protocol. The 
first thing is to slow down the loss of 
calcium. Medicines that stimulate 
the thyroid and adrenal glands, as 
well as prolonged use of cortisone 
greatly affect calcium status. Ste¬ 
roids and artificial hormones, be¬ 
sides increasing your risk for some 
cancers, do not treat your bones 
well.

Fill the 
other half with vegetables, espe¬ 
cially a lot of parsley. Do NOT use 
potatoes, tomatoes or eggplant. 
Add 2 teaspoons of vinegar or half 
a cup of wine. Fill with water and 
boil vigorously for 3 hours. Keep 
only the broth. Add a package of

un-flavored gelatin. Drink at least 
a cup a day alone or use a stock to 
cook with or add fresh vegetables 
to make soap. 

Avoid acid forming foods; these 
cause your body to pull calcium 
out of your bones. Sugars, simple 
carbohydrates and processed 
foods are acid forming. Exercise in 
moderation is good for you. Exces¬ 
sive exercise can remove calcium 
from your bones. For joggers, run¬ 
ning shoes are recommended to 
protect you from shin splints and 
knee problems.

Uber to open regional hub in Dallas, resulting in 3,000 jobs

DALLAS (AP) — Uber will receive a $24 million incentive 
package from Texas officials and open a new administra¬ 
tive hub in Dallas, bringing with it about 3,000 jobs, Gov. 
Greg Abbott announced Tuesday. 

The offices that will open in the historic Deep Ellum sec¬ 
tion of Dallas will house various corporate functions, of¬ 
ficials said. 

Abbott said in a statement that the state's “business- 
friendly environment makes Texas the perfect home for 
innovative companies like Uber.” 

Uber CEO Dara Khosrowshahi said in the same statement 
that Dallas was the first city in Texas where the Uber ride¬ 
sharing app became available in 2012. Fie says, “Texas 
has been a hub of innovation for our platform.” 

The jobs created by the regional hub will result in a $400 
million annual payroll, officials said. 

Dallas County Judge Clay Jenkins, the county's top ad¬ 
ministrator, said the move “will provide a huge boost 
to our urban core with a positive wave that will spread 
across our entire county and region.” 

Uber, which has its headquarters in San Francisco, offers 
ride-hailing services along with food delivery and other 
forms of transportation. It has yet to turn a profit and lost 
$1 billion in the first quarter of 2019. Executives have said 
it could take years to make money. 

The company announced in July that it has launched 
“comfort” rides in dozens of cities. Riders are guaranteed 

36 inches of legroom in “newer” cars_meaning those 

that are under five years old_and they can request a 

preferred air temperature. Riders can also use the app to 
tell drivers they don’t want to chat, avoiding what some 
consider an awkward exchange.Q

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Thailand’s lost baby 
dugong dies of shock, 
ingesting plastic

BANGKOK (AP) — An 

8-month-old dugong nur¬ 
tured by marine experts af¬ 
ter it was found lost near a 
beach in southern Thailand 
has died of what biologists 
believe was a combina¬ 
tion of shock and ingesting 
plastic waste. 

The female dugong — a 
large ocean mammal — 
was named “Marium” and 
became a hit in Thailand 
after images of biologists 
embracing and feeding 
her with milk and sea grass 
spread across social me¬ 
dia. 

Veterinarians and volun¬ 
teers had set out in canoes 
to feed Marium for up to 15 
times a day while also giv¬ 
ing her health checks. 

Last week, she was found 
bruised after being chased 
and supposedly attacked 
by a male dugong during 
the mating season, said 
Jatuporn Buruspat, the 
director-general of the De¬ 
partment of Marine and 
Coastal Resources. 

She was brought in for 
treatment in the artificial 
sea on Libong Island in Kra- 
bi province. 

“We assume she wan¬ 
dered off too far from her 
natural habitat and was 
chased, and eventually at¬ 
tacked by another male 
dugong, or dugongs, as 
they feel attracted to her,” 
he said Saturday. 

An autopsy showed a big 
amount of plastic waste in 
her intestine, which could 
also have played a part in 
her death as it led to gastri¬ 
tis and blood infection, he 
said. 


“She must've thought 
these plastics were 
edible,"Jatuporn said. 

The dugong is a species 
of marine mammal similar 
to the American manatee 
and can grow to about 3.4 
meters (11 feet) in length. 
Its conservation status is 
listed as vulnerable. □

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Earth’s future is being written in fast-melting Greenland

HELHEIM GLACIER, Green¬ 
land (AP) — This is where 
Earth's refrigerator door is 
left open, where glaciers 
dwindle and seas begin to 
rise. 

New York University air and 
ocean scientist David Hol¬ 
land, who is tracking what’s 
happening in Greenland 
from both above and be¬ 
low, calls it “the end of the 
planet." He is referring to 
geography more than the 
future. Yet in many ways this 
place is where the planet’s 
warmer and watery future 
is being written. 

It is so warm here, just inside 
the Arctic Circle, that on 
an August day, coats are 
left on the ground and Hol¬ 
land and colleagues work 
on the watery melting ice 
without gloves. In one of 
the closest towns, Kulusuk, 
the morning temperature 
reached a shirtsleeve 52 
degrees Fahrenheit (10.7 
degrees Celsius). 

The ice Holland is standing 
on is thousands of years 
old. It will be gone within 
a year or two, adding yet 
more water to rising seas 
worldwide. 

Summer this year is hitting 
Greenland hard with re¬ 
cord-shattering heat and 
extreme melt. By the end 
of the summer, about 440 
billion tons (400 billion met¬ 
ric tons) of ice — maybe 
more — will have melted or 
calved off Greenland’s gi¬ 
ant ice sheet, scientists esti¬ 
mate. That's enough water 
to flood Pennsylvania or the 
country of Greece about a 
foot (35 centimeters) deep. 
In just the five days from July 
31 to Aug. 3, more than 58 
billion tons (53 billion metric 
tons) melted from the sur¬ 
face. That's over 40 billion 
tons more than the aver¬ 
age for this time of year. 
And that 58 billion tons 


doesn't even count the 
huge calving events or the 
warm water eating away 
at the glaciers from below, 
which may be a huge fac¬ 
tor. 

And one of the places hit 
hardest this hot Green¬ 
land summer is here on 
the southeastern edge of 
the giant frozen island: Hel- 
heim, one of Greenland's 
fastest-retreating glaciers, 
has shrunk about 6 miles (10 
kilometers) since scientists 
came here in 2005. 

Several scientists, such as 
NASA oceanographer Josh 
Willis, who is also in Green¬ 
land, studying melting ice 
from above, said what’s 
happening is a combina¬ 
tion of man-made climate 
change and natural but 
weird weather patterns. 
Glaciers here do shrink in 
the summer and grow in 
the winter, but nothing like 
this year. 

Summit Station, a research 
camp nearly 2 miles high 
(3,200 meters) and far 
north, warmed to above 
freezing twice this year for 


a record total of 16.5 hours. 
Before this year, that station 
was above zero for only 
6.5 hours in 2012, once in 
1889 and also in the Middle 
Ages. 

This year is coming near 
but not quite passing the 
extreme summer of 2012 — 
Greenland’s worst year in 
modern history for melting, 
scientists report. 

“If you look at climate mod¬ 
el projections, we can ex¬ 
pect to see larger areas of 
the ice sheet experiencing 
melt for longer durations of 
the year and greater mass 
loss going forward,” said 
University of Georgia ice 
scientist Tom Mote. “There's 
every reason to believe 
that years that look like this 
will become more com¬ 
mon." 

A NASA satellite found that 
Greenland’s ice sheet lost 
about 255 billion metric 
tons of ice a year between 
2003 and 2016, with the 
loss rate generally getting 
worse over that period. 
Nearly all of the 28 Green¬ 
land glaciers that Danish 
climate scientist Ruth Mot- 
tram measured are retreat¬ 
ing, especially Helheim. 

At Helheim, the ice, snow 
and water seem to go on 
and on, sandwiched by 
bare dirt mountains that 
now show no signs of ice 
but get covered in the 
winter. The only thing that 
gives a sense of scale is the 
helicopter carrying Holland 


and his team. It's dwarfed 
by the landscape, an al¬ 
most imperceptible red 
speck against the ice cliffs 
where Helheim stops and 
its remnants begin. 

Those ice cliffs are some¬ 
where between 225 feet 
(70 meters) and 328 feet 
(100 meters) high. Just 
next to them are Helheim’s 
remnants — sea ice, snow 
and icebergs — forming a 
mostly white expanse, with 
a mishmash of shapes and 
textures. Frequently water 
pools amid that white, glim¬ 
mering a near-fluorescent 
blue that resembles wind¬ 
shield wiper fluid or Kool- 
Aid. 

As pilot Martin Norregaard 
tries to land his helicopter 
on the broken-up part of 
what used to be glacier — 
a mush called a melange 
— he looks for ice specked 
with dirt, a sign that it's firm 
enough for the chopper to 
set down on. Pure white ice 
could conceal a deep cre¬ 
vasse that leads to a cold 
and deadly plunge. 

Holland and team climb 
out to install radar and GPS 
to track the ice movement 
and help explain why salty, 
warm, once-tropical water 
attacking the glacier's “un¬ 
derbelly” has been bub¬ 
bling to the surface 
“It takes a really long time 
to grow an ice sheet, thou¬ 
sands and thousands of 
years, but they can be bro¬ 
ken up or destroyed quite 


rapidly,” Holland said. 
Holland, like NASA's Willis, 
suspects that warm, salty 
water that comes in part 
from the Gulf Stream in 
North America is playing a 
bigger role than previously 
thought in melting Green¬ 
land's ice. And if that’s the 
case, that’s probably bad 
news for the planet, be¬ 
cause it means faster and 
more melting and higher 
sea level rise. Willis said that 
by the year 2100, Green¬ 
land alone could cause 3 
or 4 feet (more than 1 me¬ 
ter) of sea level rise. 

So it’s crucial to know how 
much of a role the air 
above and the water be¬ 
low play. 

“What we want for this is 
an ice sheet forecast," Hol¬ 
land said. 

In this remote landscape, 
sound travels easily for 
miles. Every several minutes 
there’s a faint rumbling that 
sounds like thunder, but it’s 
not. It’s ice cracking. 

In tiny Kulusuk, about a 
40-minute helicopter ride 
away, Mugu Utuaq says the 
winter that used to last as 
much as 10 months when 
he was a boy can now be 
as short as five months. That 
matters to him because as 
the fourth-ranked dogsled- 
der in Greenland, he has 
23 dogs and needs to race 
them. 

They can’t race in the sum¬ 
mer, but they still have to 
eat. So Utuaq and friends 
go whale hunting with rifles 
in small boats. If they suc¬ 
ceed, which this day they 
didn't, the dogs can eat 
whale. 

“People are getting rid of 
their dogs because there’s 
no season,” said Yewlin, 
who goes by one name. 
He used to run a sled dog 
team for tourists at a hotel 
in neighboring Tasiilaq, but 
they no longer can do that. 
Yes, the melting gla¬ 
ciers, less ice and warmer 
weather are noticeable 
and much different from 
his childhood, said Kulusuk 
Mayor Justus Paulsen, 58. 
Sure, it means more fuel is 
needed for boats to get 
around, but that's OK, he 
said. 

“We like it because we 
like to have a summer," 
Paulsen said. □

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 

Spanish actor and environ¬ 
mental activist Javier Bar¬ 
dem said Monday “we are 
all villains" for playing “deaf 
and blind” and not caring 
about the world’s oceans, 
which are under more pres¬ 
sure than at any time in his¬ 
tory. 

The Oscar winner came to 
the United Nations to press 
delegates who are drafting 
an international treaty to 
protect oceans to support 
a strong document “that 
can actually create safe 
havens for marine life to re¬ 
cover.” 

“Our oceans are on the 
verge of collapse, and we 
have all played a huge role 
in this,” Bardem said. “Now 
we must all play our part, 
especially you in this room." 
He was speaking on a 
lunchtime panel in the con¬ 
ference room where dele¬ 
gates from the world's na¬ 


tions will meet over the next 
two weeks for the third of 
four treaty drafting sessions. 
But he started his remarks 
saying, “I see too many 


empty chairs here which 
worries me a lot,” because 
an effective treaty is crucial 
for future generations and 
the future of the planet. 


Bardem said the biggest 
mistake delegates can 
make “is not to care” and 
take seriously the threat of 
a possible catastrophe. 


He cited the ills that have 
made the oceans un¬ 
healthy: plastic pollution, 
over-fishing, mining, drilling, 
ocean acidification “and 
of course, climate break¬ 
down." 

The drafting committee is 
expected to produce a 
draft treaty in 2020, with the 
aim of having it adopted 
as a legally binding docu¬ 
ment under The United Na¬ 
tions Convention on the 
Law of the Sea. It will gov¬ 
ern the conservation and 
use of plants and animals 
in the 64% of the world's 
ocean waters that do not 
come under national juris¬ 
dictions. 

Bardem was asked what 
message he would have 
for President Donald Trump, 
who announced two years 
ago that the U.S. was with¬ 
drawing from the 2015 Paris 
climate agreement aimed 
at limiting greenhouse gas 
emissions that cause global 
warming. □

‘A Dangerous Man’ is suspenseful, tightly written

“A Dangerous Man: An El¬ 
vis Cole and Joe Pike Nov¬ 
el" (G.P. Putnam's Sons), 
by Robert Crais 
Joe Pike is about to climb 
into his Jeep on Los Ange¬ 
les' Miracle Mile when he 
sees a man force a young 
woman into the back seat 
of a waiting car. When the 
car pulls away from the 
curb. Pike follows. 

Fans of Robert Crais’ fine 
series of private eye nov¬ 
els featuring Elvis Cole and 
Joe Pike can predict what 
happens next in “A Dan¬ 
gerous Man.” 


Pike, the dangerous man 
of the title, catches the car 
at a stoplight, smashes the 
driver's side window, drags 
the driver and his accom¬ 
plice out, and roughs them 
up enough to give one of 
them a concussion. 

But when the young 
woman, Isabel Roland, 
is promptly kidnapped a 
second time, it's appar¬ 
ent something more than 
a simple abduction is at 
work. Pike, determined 
to solve the mystery and 
save the girl, calls his pal 
Elvis Cole for help. 
Although Cole and Pike 
stand up for the underdog, 


the two partners are other¬ 
wise profoundly different. 
Cole is a sociable fellow 
who wears Plawaiian shirts, 
can chuckle about him¬ 
self and would be a hoot 
to hang out with. Pike is a 
scowling former Marine 
sniper and an enigmatic 
loner who doesn’t find 
much of anything to laugh 
about. 

This time around. Pike 
drives the action with Cole 
and medical examiner 
John Chen, another recur¬ 
ring character, in support¬ 
ing roles. 

As they search for Isabel, 
Stetson-wearing U.S. Mar¬ 


shal Pryor Gregg is inves¬ 
tigating the torture and 
murder of a retired mar¬ 
shal. When Gregg realizes 
the murder and Isabel’s 
abduction are related, he 
pays Cole a visit and the 
action ramps up. 

This is the 17th Cole and 
Pike novel, putting it well 
past the point that many 
crime fiction series be¬ 
come repetitive or other¬ 
wise lose their steam. 

But “A Dangerous Man” 
suspenseful, fast-paced, 
tightly written and peo¬ 
pled with compelling 
characters is one of Crais’ 
bestO

PITTSBURGH (AP) — When 
celebrity chef Lidia Basti- 
anich decided to open a 
restaurant in Pittsburgh’s 
Strip District in 2001, she ar¬ 
rived in a neighborhood 
filled with warehouses and 
factories. 

This narrow stretch of 
streets in the shadow of 
the city’s downtown of¬ 
fice towers had long been 
home to food purveyors 
like Wholey's Fish Mar¬ 
ket and the Pennsylva¬ 
nia Macaroni Company, 
known to locals simply as 
Penn Mac. 

But a high-end restaurant 
helmed by a James Beard 
award-winning chef? That 
wasn’t something anyone 
expected. 

Nearly two decades later, 
as Bastianich's epony¬ 
mous Pittsburgh restaurant 
is set to close in Septem¬ 
ber, the neighborhood 
around it has changed 
dramatically. Along what 
is now called Robotics 
Row, tech startups vie for 
office space in new build¬ 
ings while Argo Al tests au¬ 
tonomous cars. 

In the process, Pittsburgh’s 
restaurant scene has be¬ 
come almost as unrecog¬ 
nizable. 

The city has always had 
spots where you could 
drop in for a memorable 
meal, from the upscale 
Monterey Bay Fish Grotto 
on Mount Washington 
to the always-satisfying 
French fries at Essie’s Origi¬ 
nal Hot Dog Shop in Oak¬ 
land. 

But a mix of homegrown 
chefs and transplants 


from other cities have 
been opening risk-taking 
and award-winning res¬ 
taurants, offering cre¬ 
ative spins on American 
food and authentic takes 
on cuisines like Venezu¬ 
elan and Vietnamese that 
would have been hard to 
find less than a decade 
ago. 

Earlier this year, the BBC 
called Pittsburgh “the 
one destination foodies 
shouldn’t miss in 2019,” 
and The Washington Post 
noted that Pittsburgh has 
“cuisine worth writing 
home about.” 

Ben Mantica, who co¬ 
founded Pittsburgh's 
popular food hall Small¬ 
man Galley in 2015 and 
followed up with Federal 
Galley in 2017, credits the 
restaurant revival to an in¬ 


flux of new residents drawn 
to Pittsburgh by Carnegie 
Mellon University, the Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh and 
the growing number of 
tech companies operating 
in the city. Accustomed to 
dining well in San Francis¬ 
co or Austin or Seattle, he 
says, these new Pittsburgh 
residents are seeking new 
cuisines and meals worth 
Instagramming. 

At his food halls, Man¬ 
tica and co-founder Tyler 
Benson host a rotating se¬ 
lection of pop-ups, each 
workshopping a different 
dining concept. Their “res¬ 
taurant incubators" allow 
chefs to road-test creative 
ideas without needing a 
huge financial investment. 
Some, like chef Pete Tol¬ 
lman's Iron Born Pizza (De- 
troit-style deep dish with a 
wickedly good fermented 
crust that caramelizes as it 
bakes in steel pans), move 
on to open their own brick- 
and-mortar restaurants. 
Others shift to a new con¬ 
cept: Chef Summer Le 
had a hit with the Viet¬ 
namese pop-up Bahnmili- 
cious at Smallman Galley 
in 2017, and opened Sha- 
ka (Hawaiian poke bowls 
and Vietnamese pho) this 
month at Federal Galley. 
Brian McCollum, who has 
been organizing Pittsburgh 
Restaurant Week since 
2012, says independent 


chefs like Le are “driving 
more of the innovation,” 
and that’s had a positive 
ripple effect on restaurants 
in general. 

“It’s almost as if the more 
corporate restaurant 
groups are having to be 
just as innovative” to com¬ 
pete, he says. 

Chef Bethany Zozula, who 
helms the Whitfield restau¬ 
rant at Pittsburgh’s Ace 
Hotel, says the city’s close- 
knit community of chefs 
encourage one another. 
In this relatively small city, 
“everybody knows each 
other,” she says. They're 
willing to help each other 
source the right ingredi¬ 
ents, “or if you need a 
phone number of a for¬ 
ager." 


So what should you try on 
a weekend of dining in the 
Steel City? 

FRIDAY NIGHT 
Dinner at Smallman Gal¬ 
ley in the Strip District will 
give you a choice of four 
pop-ups, all offering el¬ 
evated comfort food. Try 
the chicken and biscuits at 
the pop-up called Home 
and finish off your meal 
with sweets from the pop¬ 
up Sultry. 

If you'd prefer a more up¬ 
scale vibe, try Zozula's res¬ 
taurant, Whitfield in East 
Liberty. She sources beef 
from a ranch two hours 
away in Bedford, Pennsyl¬ 
vania. The cocktail menu is 
strong (try the Queen Bee: 
bourbon, chamomile hon¬ 
ey syrup, lemon and pine¬ 
apple) and the vibe inside 
this rehabbed Y.M.C.A. 
building is effortlessly cool. 
Then hit one of the many 
craft-beer taprooms a 
short drive away in Law- 
renceville. Eleventh Hour 
Brewing Company is 
among the best, offering 
a sublime nitro stout and a 
range of other brews. 
Craving a late-night 
snack? There’s a little 
izakaya called Umami 
tucked upstairs on the sec¬ 
ond floor above the Round 
Corner Cantina on Butler 
Street. They serve authen¬ 
tic Japanese skewers until 
2 a.m. on weekends. 
SATURDAY 

Sleep in, then wander in 
the Strip District and grab 
an early lunch — either au¬ 
thentic pierogis at S&D Pol¬
